Sin Min Tun. Aug. 4.—It seems from 


the latest reports reaching here that 
the Japanese are moving to surround 
I.lno Yang. The report that a strong 
Japanese force1 had n-ado Its appear- 
ance at Kill: In 13; on tlie -Mukden road 
a fnw inlk-H off the great military road 
and driven the Rusxlnn garrison hack 
on Llao Yang. Indicates that Kurokl 
Intends to cut off Kuropatkln's re- 
treat In Hint direction nnd force n 
decisive 'battle nl or near Llao Yang. 


Another Inter report says the Jap- 


anese have managed, to move still 
closer to the Russian base nnd have 
occupied Chwang Mlatz on the main 
road to Mukden with a force of sever- 
al thousand men and a considerable 
number of heavy guns. 


Kurokl Takes Two Cities 


On the south and east j Kurokl'H 


troops tin- said to have carried An 
Ping and Tnngherlen. advancing from 
these places to Shllou on the Feng 
Wang Cheng-Llao Yang road and to 
Yl Mel Chwang on the road leading 
from Tang Hoyen to Llao Yang. The 
Russians are snld to have made a 
stubborn resistance at both places, 
but were compelled to retire In the 
face of superior forces and the reck- 
less bravery of the Japanese.

In wide vogue for several decade*, and 
accidents seldom occur simply because 
tho participants In the events are re- 
quired to bo thoroughly export. If the 
same custom prevailed In America, nc- 
cHdcnts would decrease surprisingly. 
Therefore tho blame should be placed 
on owners who race green riders and 
Ine.xperlcnccd horses over tho Jumps 
and not on the sport Itself.

Krauus asserts she found In the 
bed of the girl aft'er her death had 
been discovered Is ateo held as Impor- 
tant evidence against her. 


Seeks Burial Permit. 


When Crystal Krauss died Tuesday 


cfternoon, her stepmother at once pro- 
ceeded to the authorities and applied 
for a burial permit. Insisting that her 
daughter had tiled from acute Indigos- 
tlon and heart trouble. 
Her demand, 


however, the ofllclals refused to grant, 
as all the Indications pointed to strych- 
nine poisoning, and Coroner llnllla 
was at once sent.for to make a post 
mortem examination, which resulted 
in a verdict of strychnine poisoning 
being found by the jury. 


During the examination. Mra. Krauss 


produced a via! containing a white 
powder and a note which she claim:) to 
have- found in the dead girl's bed. The 
I utc reads as follows: 


"GootJ-by. .papa; I cannot live with- 


out Jim." the Jim referred to being a 
youthful lover whom her father had 
lorbldden to pay her attention. 


Boy Procures Strychnine. 


Lloyd 
Summervllle, tho rr.Mk boy 


who figures In the case, testified, that 
Monday evening Mrs. Krausn sent him 
to the Logan drug store with an ordnr 
tlgned "Mrs. Shewalter," asking frr 1C 
cents' worth of strychnine with which 
tc kill rats. 
As Mr. KraiiFs, the hus- 


band of the accused Woman. Is a drug- 
pint, her action In sending the boy to 
onother store and signing another's 
name Is In Itself a circumstance held 
to be fraught with the strongest sus- 
rlclon. 


"It was-certainly Mrs. Krauss," the 


l>oy avers. "I hnvo delivered milk to 
tho Kranus house for a long tlmu, and 
I ought to know her when I sec her. 
She gave mo 5 cents for doing the 
01 rand." be added. Tho letter to the 
tlrugglEt Is now In the possession of 
Coroner Hollls. who says that the 
handwriting Ms Identical with that of 
the note which tho prisoner asserts 
die found In Crystal's bed. and w.hlch 
the would have appear to have been 
written by tho dead girl. 


Neighbor Denies Writing Note. 


The coroner has also In his posses- 


sion several letters written by Crys- 
tal about the genuineness of which 
there Is little doubt. The writing of 
these, he titntcs, bears no resemblance 
to that of the notes, and to his mind 
indicates that the note was not writ- 
ten by the girl, but by the writer of 
tho note to the druggist. 
Two Mrs. 


ShcwaltiTB. neighbors of the Krauss 
family, from one of which the note 
jiuriHirted toi have come, deny em- 
politically having written the letter. 


The contents of the vial which Mrs. 


Krauss claims to have found beside 
the dead girl have even been tasted 
by the coroner and by the father of 
Crystal, both of whom say it Is a 
tasteless powder, wholly unlike strych- 
nine or any other poison of which 
they linow.' They have expressed the 
opinion that it might be talcum pow- 
der. Of the strychnine which the boy 
states he bought for Mr§. Krauns there 
la not the slightest trace to be found. 


Crystal was IS years old In June 


anil at that time, it Is understood, 
came Into posscslon of the property 
on North High street occupied by tho 
family, and which was left her hy her 
mother. It Is said In this connection 
that at the time of her marriage Mrs. 
Krauss signed a pap?r agreeing to 
take as her full share of the estate of 
her husband when he should die J'-,- 
000, leaving nil the rest to Crystal. 


Maintains Her Innocence. 


Despite the strong accusations that 


liave been made iignlnst her, Mrs. 
Krn'uss maintained her Innocence. 
"I 


am not guilty." she said, with a com- 
posed air, when accused of the crime, 
and It was with a calm mien that she 
entcied the county Jail. 


Krauss. with 
his daughter lying 


dead, and his wife In Jail accused ol 
being responsible for the murder. Is a 
nervous wreck. He was unable to ac- 
company nis wife to trio coroner's ex- 
amination, and It is feared in raac 
the coroner's Jury brings In a verdict 
charging Mrs. Krauss with the mur- 
der he will lose his mind. 
He pro- 


fesses himself to be convinced, how- 
ever, of'hls wife's Innocence.
